have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. In Re applicant's arguments on page 11, paragraph 6 to page 13 paragraph 4. Claims 9 and 11 do not limit the structure of the 
claimed invention beyond the scope of the prior art device, which is capable of constantly circulating said liquid. Claims 1 and 3 do not 
recite the limitation of constantly circulating liquid because the amendment received on 1 1/03/2008 was not entered. 

3. In Re applicant's argument on page 13 paragraph 5 to page 15 paragraph 2 claims 9 and 12 do not limit the claimed invention 
beyond the scope of the prior art device which is capable of constantly circulating the liquid. Claims 1 and 4 do not recite the limitation of 
the liquid constantly circulating because the amendment received on 11/03/2008 was not entered. 

4. In Re applicant's argument on page 17 paragraph 3 to page 18 paragraph 1 JPP is relied upon to disclose the claimed storage 
tank. JPP contains a reflux system from a filler tank to a storage tank; JPP2 is only relied upon to teach that said reflux system could be 
used in constant operation to prevent solid particles from settling out of the liquid.. 
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
